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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
41 8 F.2d 528, 1 63 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1 969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with

Claims 28,31-33,36-38,44,45 and 47 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1,11 
and 12 of U.S. Patent No. 571 1 129 in view of Janopaul, Jr. Claim 1 of Woolford is 
basically steps a-c of claim 28. Steps d-f only describes the block from different views 
and is only considered to add that the sides of the blocks converge from what would be 
inherent in the claimed block of Woolford. Janopaul teaches retaining wall blocks 
having converging sides for ease in assembling a curved wall. It would have been 
considered obvious to form the sides of the claimed block of Woolford having 
converging sides as taught by Janopaul for ease in assembling curved retaining walls. 
As to claim 31 , Janopaul has a pair of legs. Claim 32 corresponds to claim 12 of 
Woolford. Claim 33 calls for only one protrusion as set forth in claim 1 . Claim 36 
corresponds to claim 11. As to claims 37 and 38, the top plan view of the block of 
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Woolford and Janopaul would be a generally straight single segment. As to claims 44 
and 45, a portion of Janopaul's block body has a decorative roughening feature. It 
would have been considered obvious to incorporate this decorative roughening feature 
of Janopaul into the claimed block of Woolford for aesthetic reasons. As to claim 47, it 
is inherent in the block of Woolford that the bottom edge lays in a straight line^ J 




Claims 29,30,34,35,39-43,46,48-50 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 51-72 are allowed.
